. contrivances be established in our courts, the laws have provided ample punishment, 
but this being the very point which the scheme proposes tolguard against, they are 
aldom susceptible of proof, and the offender is often discharged on the ground of 
necessary selt-defence. Even when assaults are committed| without provocation, it 
dues not follow that the persons in fault, should be stabbed to death, or shot through 
the body. Iit be objected, that the Legislature have no igp to prescribe the mode 
of wearing arms of this description, there can be nodifficulty) in declaring the use of 
them against individuals unlawful, when carried secretly and out of sight, and of 
inficting any punishment, however severe, for injuries done by them in individual 
rencoumvers. Phe evil complained of is universally regretted by the orderly and 
well disposed part of the community, and they would readilyjsanction the passage of 
all necessary laws fur its suppression. 

The existing laws for ascertaining the strength of the militia, are defective. They 
hive totally failed m obtaining from the officers accurate returns of the number of 
ther respective corps, This is strikingly apparent from the last annual report of 
the Adjutant General, by which it would seem that our militia does not exceed 
three thousand, when there can be little doubt, that correct returns from the several 
brigades and divisions would show a force of nearly forty [thousand effective men. 
The laws of most of the States have aimed at introducing) disciphne among the 
militia, and imparting to the body of the citizens, the instruction necessary to teach 
them the duties of active service, but they have uniformly failed of success, and it is 
the settled opinion of our best informed military men, that nothing useful can be ac- 
complished beyond keeping in commission the necessary complement of officers, and 
obtaining regular and accurate returns of the effective militidforce. The latter of 
these objects can be effected by adopting proper ‘measures, which are recommended 
to the prompt and early attention of the Legislature, By [the acts of Congress of 
1808 and 1816, an annual appropriation of $200,000 is made for the purpose of pro- 
viding arms and equipments for the militia of the United States, which are to be 
distributed to each State in proportion to its effective force. | The quota due to this 
State has never been received, and unless more accurate/returns are furnished at 
the War Department, we shall continue, as heretofore, ito sustain a considerable 
annual lass in these materials. < ` 

During the last session of the University, a spirit of insubordination, among the 
students, was found to exist, which threatened for a season'to impair the discipline 
which had been introduced, and without which no literary institution can flourish, 
At the meeting of the board of trustees,in August, an enquiry was instituted, and a 
thorough and laborious investigation, enabled that body to arrive at the true cause of 
the evil, and to apply the corrective. The college exercises were resumed in Octo- 
ber with a respectable number of students, and under circumstances highly favorable 
to the prosperity of the institution. With the present able and competent profes- 
sors, all united in maintaining the discipline of the University, and zealous and active 
intheir exertions to secure for i¢ the high character to which ir is entitled, it has 
strong claims to public confidence, and will doubtless intheend dispense all the 
blessings and benefits which its friends and patrons.have anticipated. oe 

The period has arrived, when the public authorities sho lq settle upon, and com- 
mence such a system of interdal imprvements as the necessities of the country re- 
quire,. and will be justified and sustained by its resources, The topographical fea- 
tures ef the State are fully developed—the soil of its several districts, and the pro- 
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ductions to which it is adapted are known, the present condition of our towns, in 
regard te trade, is ascertained, and their future commercial prospects can be antici- 
pated with tolerable certainty; so that there will be little difficulty in designating the 
points which should be connected, and in fixing the location ‘of such channels of 
intercommunication, as will best promote the interest and advance the prosperity of 
the wholecommunity. Our relative position to the neighboring and adjoining States, 
discloses the interesting fact, thatthe works which would be most valuable to our. 
selves, even if made without reference to them, will bring to fur markets large 

"quantities of their rich and valuable productions. ` 

In casting the eye over the map of the State, it will be seen at once, that the great 
improvements of which we staid in need, should be laid between the northern sec- 
tion of the Chattahoochie river and the Alabama, and between the Tennessee river 
below the Muscle Shoals, and the navigable waters of‘the Tombeckbee, These, 
with such im. provements as might be made in the channel of the Coosa river,” 
would convey through the heart of the State the produce of the rich country be- 
tween that stream and the Chattahoochie, and of the whole northern section of the - 

State, tothe city of Mobile. They would, without doubt, bring to our markets, from 

our own citizens, a “hundred and fifty thousand bales of catton, which now seek, and 

will be sent to forcign markets, at great risk, labor and expense. 

The advantages which Railroad transportation possesses over All others, not excep- 

_ ting that of steamboats, have been so often demonstrated, that it would be needless 
now, to enumerate them. ‘They will be noticed in one or two respects, only, which 
of themselves will render conspicuous and impressive the blessings which this great 
invention is destined to confer on the human family. 

We will assume, that the average quantity of cotton hauled in waggons to places 
where itis shipped on steamboats and other water craft, is one hundred thousand 

bales, and that the average distance it has to be carried, by this moce of convey- 
ance, is fifty miles. The price per® bale of hauling on common roads, may be stated 
at three cents'a mile, making the cost of hauling 100,000 bales the distance of fifty

The average rate of Railroad transportation will not exceed half a cent , 
a mile, making the cost of conveying the same quantity of cotton, the

The experience of the last year, in the seven counties in the Tennessee Valley, anp 
in such districts in the South, as,‘in the early part of the season, are remote from 
Steamboat navigation, will attest the correctness of the following statement, while it 
will constantly remind our citizens of the benefits they would derive from a Railroad 
communication with Mobile. At a period last season, when the Tennessee in the 
Worth, and other rivers in the South, were too low for navigation, it is known that 
the price of cotton in Mobile and New Orleans, ranged from 15 to 18 cents per 
pound. Previous to the periodical rise in these streams, which must always occur 
before our planters can ship their produce to market, it fell to 10 cents. ‘The crop 
in the Tennessee Valley amounted flast year to about 87,000 bales of 400 pounds 
each, and that in the South similarly situated, in regard to navigation, may be stated at 
40,000 bales of equal weight, making in all 127,000 bales, which were cut off from 
the markets, until cotton fell to the lowest of the above stated prices.. 

127,000 bales of 400 pounds cach at 15 cents per pound, willamountto 7,620,000

This sum, it is believed, is more than sufficient to construct a Railroad, upon the 
most permanent plan, and of the most durable materials, from’ Courtland, in Law- 
rence county,to Jackson, in Clarke county, the points of connexion which will proba- 
bly be selected. There would indeed,; be an excess which would go far towards 
completing a similar work between the Coosa region and the navigable waters of 
the Alaabma. 

Other advantages might be stated of equal value, with those of cheapness of freight 
and carly access to the markets, ‘but they ate excluded by the limits which should 
be prescribed to communications of this kind. In whatever aspect a well matured 
system of Railroads is contemplated, it is fraught with benefits so great, and so essen- 
tial to our agricultural and commercial prosperity, that it cannot fail, for any consid- 
erable time, to rouse the energies and stimulate the enterprize of our citizens, toa 
degree of activity, that will insure its ultimate establishment. 
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In the construction of the Railroad from Tuscumbia to Decatur, a distance of 45 
miles, our intelligent fellow citizens, in that quarter, have set our cxample, which 
claims from. our (public authorities, fhe highest commendation, and should urgé them 
tolend the aid of whatever means may be in their power, to the extension to other 
arts of the State, of a work so successfully commenced. ae k 
I respectfully recommend, that the formation of Railroad | companies be invited, 
by.granting charters of incorporation, arid that stock be taken by the State, to the 
whole amount of the three and two per cent funds. The iattenof these cannot, now,

These were the principal ends of our banking system, 
which has been reared and matured with unusual circumspection, and with the 
enlarged capital of three millions and a half, now received, but little doubt is

rom this view, it would scem, that the taxes might be abolished at once and im-, 
mediately, with perfect safety; but as the proposed plan is to effect a radical change 
in the revenue system, and in order to guard against any possible derangement, it 
might introduce, it would be advisabie to make the reduction gradual for four years, 
after which period, the revenue should be supplied entircly from the profits of the 
Banks. i 

While this measure is fraught with greatand extensive benefits to the people, it | 
furnishes an additional argument in favor of onr system of banking, and displays in a 
strong light the preference which it justly claims over private institutions. | 

Applications will probably be made from different sections of the country toin- 
crease our banking capital, founded on a supposed scarcity of the circulating medium. 
Asevidence of deficient circulation, complaints will be made, that money cannot. be 
had on the best paper. These complaints do not form a criterion to be relied on, 
and though made in the utmost sincerity and with perfect truth, should generally be 
distrusted, as proof of scarcity. They are, on the contrary, usually the evidence, an 
invariably the offspring of redundant currency. If more money is thi own into circu 
lation than is wanted, the whole history of banking proves, that it is sure to engender 
an inordinate thirst for speculation, to plunge thd country into extravagance, and 
often to involve it in bankraptcy. It is the imaginary wants produced by this statė 
of things, and not any real deficiency in the circulation, that commonly give rise to» 
demands for more money, and to complaints of its scarcity. 

If, in a country, the productions of labor command a reasonable price, if property 
can be sold at what it is really worth, and if the exchanges can be effected without 
inconvenience, it may be concluded with certainty, that there is no necessity for 
increasing thequantity of circulation, Al these tests are believed to exist in Ala- 
bama, and they show that a just proportion has been established between the money 
and the annual produce of the country, which would be almost certainly destroyed 
by any improvident addition to ourbanking capital,

daily increasing, and though it cannot be disguised, that this profit is made from \ 
he people themselves, yet it forms the taxes which the community pays to its com- ' 
forts, its luxuries and its wealth. Levied in this-mode, taxation loses every onorous 
appearance, and pays back to each individual, sufficient to justify what he pays.: In- 
direct taxes to be sure, may become more oppressive, than those levied directly.— 
But the axiom loses its application somewhat in the present case, The State is pledg- 
ed to pay a debt of five percent, on the capital borrowed; each individual who ~ 

trows from the Bank, in addition to this, pays an average of from six to eight per 
tent per annum; but from the present value of money and. its necessary want # all 
he operations of agriculture and commerce, a prudent borrower will realize on his 
ban, a profit far exceeding what he pays, The State, through its Banks, continues -/ 
n this way, to supply its citizens, at a low rate of interest, all the money wanted in 
their transactions, and in the mean time secures the debt which it is pledged tore- ` 
deem, To this purpose the Bank. profits should he sacredly devoted and the minor. 
expenditures of government thrown, upon its ordinary resources. . Accustomed, as 
all communities are, to the present mode of taxation, it continues while assessed with `- 
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a proper reference to the income of each individual, and to the wants of the State as 
a most unexceptional system for raising a revenue, So soon, however, as that period 
has arrived in the affairs ofthe Treasury, when there exists an increasing indirect 
fund, adequate to the wants of government, direct taxation should be abolished. This, 
nevertheless, should be done in such a gracual manner, that while a proper view js 
observed as to the ®unforeseen emergencies of the future, the commuhity should 
not be too suddenly led into the idea of entire emancipation from taxation, The 
pledge of government tothe people should be sacred—no promise should be made—' 
no legislation adopted, which a disregard to the futuro would render it essential to vio. 
late, This occasion, not now within the scope of the financiers view may arise, 
when all tne surplus fund now the property of the State, would be required to-sup. 
port its operations, Place then all the resources of the State on that fund—sweep 
off every other means of resource, and subsequent legislators will find it hazardous jn

that would place it beyond the reach of sudden political impulses. For these reasons 
and many others that might be adduced, I voted against the resolutions, and have no: 
doubt, in my own mind, that when the excitement of thej moment shall have passed ` 
away, my course will be sanctioned by time, approved by intelligence and the more te- 
fiecting part of the community.

that is,‘by the rules of the Board, required ofothers. Also what amount hasbeen discounted to 
each Director on Bills of Exchange during the present year; and what amount is now running to 
maturity; when payable and by whom; and what amoant will the Board have to discount on 
notes, between the firstand fifteenth of January next, to the people] at large; and what are tbo 
reasons ‘ahi governed the Board, in refusing to discount generally,ito the different counties, and 
‘whether there has been any resolution of the Board on this subjedt, and if so furnish a copy of 
said resolutian, and the yeas and naysou the same; a copy of whith has been received and sub- 
mitted to the Board of Directors for their consideraiion, and they have instructed me to reply, 


~ and communicate the information desired inthe resolution, so far ag it relates to the general poli- 
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cy and management of fhe institution. But inrelation tothe amount which the Directors, indi- 
vidually, are indebted, although they have no wish to conceal their private transactions and deat- 
dings with the Bank; yetjit is believed that the resolution calls for information, whieh the Presid- 
vent and Directors are, by law, not at liberty to make public; and sp long as a law exists for their 
‘goverment on this subject, they feel a solemn obligation to observe its provisions, not only in 
regard oiber dealers with the Bank, but alsoin regard to themselves. 

By reference to the 12th section ofthe charter of {se Bank, it will be seén that the President 
and Directors are required to report certain information to the General Assembly, during the first 
week of every session, which statement is subject to the examination of the joint committee of 
both Houses, appoittted/for that purpose, with full powers to send/for persons and papers. The 
fame seciion makes ittpe duty ofthe Comptroller ta inspect the general accounts in the booka 
of the Bnak, as cften asibe may please; and it is declared to be hib duty, faithfully, te report all 
and every violation ofthe fundamental rules of this corporation, to thelevislature: Provided how- 
ever, that nothing in shivelause shall imply a right of inspecting the accuunt of any private indi- 
Vidaal, or individuals, er any bedy politic, or carporate 

In the 16{k section of the charter, it is made the duty of the Bankjto furnish monthly statements 
to the Comppteoller; and the right is given to that officer, under the injunction of secrecy, to in- 
spect all the accounts and books of the Bank. It is also made his daty to report to the legislature 
und if in his opinion it be necessary, to apply to the House for a select committee, who shall, under 
a hke injunction of secrecy, take into coosideration any matters relating to the Bank submitted 
to them by the Comptroller, and report at their discretion. ; 

T'he dl st and 32d sections of the charter provide, that it shall be the duty of the Senate und 
House of Representatives at every session. each and separately, tolelect a joint committee of threo

‘The former system was objectionable in many respects, as.under its opera- 
tion,’a large amount of money was payable at this Bank, on ape rticylar day, viz: the 
ist of January; an amount sufficiently large ta make a.considerpBle „presure, through - 
all that portion of the country, where the dealers with the Bank were located.. 

Most of the money obligations in society, between private individuals, are due on 
the Istiof January, and this item of itself, is quite sufficient iwa community such as 
ours, to produce an embarrassing presure in money matters. Jt is believed that the 
operations of this institution, so fai as it can Be done, on sound banking principles, 
should be made subservient to the relief of those.unavoidable pressures, created in the 
money: market by the private transactions of individuals. -J = * 5 oor 

By reference to the report of the joint committee, appointed at the last session of thé ` 
General Assembly, to examine the affairs and condition of the Bank, it will be seen 
that, in reference to this subject, they gave a dicided opinion pi disapprobation.as to 
the former sytem of payment, ‘in the following words, towit: | ~ > 

“Your committée cannot avoid the opinion, that the presen mode of making dis- 
ccunts as to time, is wrong and oppressive upon the public:-the Tiotes‘are now all 
made to fal due on the 4th of January, &c.” ae ae 5 

Such an‘expression of opinion, coming from a source s0 respectable and intelligent, 
added ‘to the previous impressions of the Board, formed sufficient inducements to aban- 
don a system, which experience had demonstrated to be unsafe for the Bank, and in- 
jurious to the public. Under the operations of the present System, the large amount 
‘annually discounted on accommodation notes, is payable in the! space of three«months 
—the demand is comparatively gradual and limited—no percepsible presure is pro- 
duced, either in the transaction of business in the Bank, or in the money operations of 
the country, {f the time ‘in which a part of the notes have to rbn to matury is shorter, 

then the time on the bills with which they are cancelled is longer, and the rate of dis- 
count on bills being reduced from eight to six per cent; it isimatter of_little conse» 
quence to the dealer, at what time the note is cancelled, and thd bill given, provided 
the ultimate payment of the debt is postponed, until a convenient season for him to

“Phe legal implication of the pros 
vision, therefore must be, that if the causes authorise i impeachment, they will not aus 
thorise an,address. If this be not a proper construction, why did the framers of the 
constitution thus forbid an address for any cause? Why thetwo modes of removal? 
And why a distinction between address and inpeachment ? 

Believing their position correct, that causes which are ground of impeachment, will 
not authorise an address, the undessizned will proceed to show that the four charges 
against the accused upon which the conmittee recommend an address, are sep irately, 
grounds of impeachment, uncer the constitution. Fhe following are the charges :

The misconduct of Judge Anderson,set forth in the foregoing specifications, is charged 
to have been committed in the capacity of jadze of the county court of Su nter county, 
They are then, separately and severally, misdemeanors in office. By referrence to 
every writer upon criminal law, it will be found that a misdemeanor is any offence 
against decency and morality, below the grade of felony, This defi ition of the term 
is fuily sustained in ist Russel on crimes, piges 43 and 4. If the faregoing species af 
misconduct amount toa misdemeanor, which isas clear as cah be, Judge An lerson 
was alone answerabie to his country, under the third section of the fitth article of our 
constitution under the head of impeachnents, which reads as follows, “The Gover- 
nor, and all civil officers, shall be hable to impeachment for any misdemeanor in ofs 
fice,” &c. There are but two kinds of officers Enown to our. constitution, and they 
are civil and military, All officers not military! are civil, and vice versa. Judge 
Anderson then, heidinga civil ofiice, and guilty of misdemeanors in the samé, was 
liable to impeachment under the constitution, 

But apart from his liability under the constitution, at common law his misconduct 
is impeachable. The first charge against him, if true, amounts to bribery, according 
to the definition of every law book; and by the same, the three other charges amount 
toextortion, Bribery and extortion in any civil officer redders him liable to impeach- 
ment—and so dees the one or the other, f
